Question 18. What were the 
beginnings of the religious life 
of Sierra Madre? 

Answer. The first religious ex- 
ervi.so conducted in Sierra Madre 
was a Sunday School. In true 
American pioneer fashion the 
adults thought of the rising 
generation, and themselves or¬ 
ganized a Sunday School in 1882 
meeting in the School House on 
Orange Grove Ave. (Live Oak 
Ave.). This school met every 
Sunday with Adonijah Gregory, 
a Quaker, as Superintendent. In 
due course he was followed by 
Walter Andrews, a Baptist, C. E. 
Cook, a Methodist and John C. 
Dickson, a Congregationalist. 
Each Sunday Mr. Andrews loaded 
his cabinet organ, or that of the 
Norris family, together with fire¬ 
wood and hymn books, into his 
wagon and transported them to 
the school-house. Mrs. Andrews 
was the organist, and the books 
were Gospel Hymns Nos. 1, 2, 3, 
and 4. Children and adults from 
all families attended without 
regard to previous affiliations. 
John Hart records that this was 
I the first Sunday School he over 
attended.
